My rules for purchase of trade cords also complicated things, though on 
lv.Ui.ce I think they add a lot to the gome Most often when I needed to redo the trade cords It »" 
because I missed a clly someone had somewhere. 

When I wrote the house rules I had two basic goals. 1 wanted to encourage trading so (he game 
would not he delayed loo much, and I wonted 10 mirumtie the amount of Inleiacttons required with 
cntamKKs. 

On the first goal I thmk the house rules worked well. MimmWng calamity nfteds to only one 
calamity picked by the player from among the cshmltles they had In ihetr haivl meant that the 
worst calamities could usually be avoided But I think I went overboard, eimilnntlng Ih- leveling 
afiects of the more severe rntamltles. A better approach Is either to allow 2 calamlWrs picked by the 
playet o< <n# calamity picked randomly. Recnuse PBM games do lack the ability to "took the 
opponent m the eye" something needs to be d-jne to encou rage trade ot the game win just drone on 
while players repeatedly miss cMluallon card goals while (hey work on getting enough trade cards 
on their own. 

The purchase of trade cards other than Just gjfd. I thmk worked well and I think could even be 
lined In face- to-f ate play, the goal was to keep the game moving by putting more trade cards In 
clrrutalton. II certainly accomplished that, ard the players thai took advantage of the rule the most 
did the best. Bui It also serve* to mtnlmlre the ability or card counters to avoid non-tmdable 
calamities, which will add an In lereaUng dynamic lo the game where players eoukl us- ihe rule to 
force a leading player to draw particular calai'iltles such as Civil War. 

I don't think 1 was very successful with minimising ihe interaction with players during the calamity 
phase You almost need to break up the lum Into three segments lather than two. I don't know 
what the answer to this problem n Splitting the turn Into 3 phssen would V-i.gthrn the game far too 
much. Eliminating calamities would eliminate Uie leveling a flee It of calamines I think the answer la 
to continue lo work at eliminating the interactions required so (lie only interaction tequUed shouM 
be from Ihe player holding Ihe calamity. Thar will require some automatic way of determining how 
the calamines go into affect - which city is reduced, what ta the split between cnsuahVs taken by 
cmes and which by tokens, etc Peihapa a tail built /Orel eliminated system shouM be used to 
delermlne Disunity altecta. 

I did have problems keeping interest In the gr me and having (o find new players to lake over. I 
think that » M inherent problem with any games with a lot of players. But It Is aho a problem with 
the game Itself. It Is very unlikely lhai a phyer loowoe back from behind Catamkies con do a lot to 
level Ihe ploying neH. but they did nol do so in this game - probably hugely due lo lite house rule of 
only one eakvnlty per taction, bul la a systematic problem of the game as well Certainly the 
Advanced CMaiatton rules are much belter tai (his respect than the original <: Milium n rules, but 
SIM 11 is very hard to come bock from behind. 

I enjoyed running the game and 1 thank all lire players for aJtowmg me to test out some rule idea*. 
But I'm not eager to run another game soon
